the senate had assembled Senator Vooc- 
hees(Dem., Ind.) introduced a bill an- 
chorizmg tho issue of national bank 
notes to the full value of bonds dp. 
posited. It reads as follows: 


Be it enacted, etc.. That upon any do 


posit already or hereafter mado of auv 
United States boi.da bearing interest in 
the manner required bylaw, any national 
banking association, which has made or 
shall hereafter make tho same, shall be en- 
titled to receive from tho comptroller ot 
th« currency circulating notes o( different 
denominations in blank, registered and 
countersigned as provided bylaw not ex- 
ceeding in the whole amount in circulating 
note« thus issued tho par value- of tbe 
Jionds deposited; provided, that at no time 
shall the total amiimt of such notes issue.! 
to any such association exceed the amount 
at such time actually paid in as its capital

Mr. Hill offered a resolution declar-

Mr. Hoar (Mass ) gave notice that 
he would call up the resolution as to

Mr. Vest (Mo.) called up the resolu- 


tion offered by him last Tuesday, de- 
claring that the American people favo" 
bimetallism and the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver, with- 
out 
discriminating 
against 
either 


anetals; that it is also the established 
.policy of the United States to maintain 
ths parity of the two metals so that the 
debt-paying and purchasing power ot* 
every dollar shall be at all times equal; 
that it is the dncy of congress to speed- 
ily enact such laws as will eifectnato 
and maintain these objects. 


Before beginning his speech in sup- 
port of the resolution Mr. Vest had read 
the declarations in the Republican and 
Democratic platlonns on the subject of 
silver, in order to show that both par- 
ties were practically agreed on that 
question. He said that it was time for 
the people ot the United States to know 
whether politics were a juggle and a 
fraud, or whether the solemn declara- 
tion of parties ware worthy the confl- 
uence of n free people. 


Taking np the Sherman act, Mr. Vest 


Bpoke of it as a houseless and homeless 
legislative dog with no one even to givo 
a bone and without being able to find a 
lennel in which to hide its dishonored 
bead. And, nevertheless, he would voto 
•against its repeal without a guarantee 
-us solemn as the great necessity of tho 
people, that siivr shall exist in the 
United States as the money metal. He 
had been known as the firm and un- 
shrinking friend of the president of tho 
United States, and has in all his cam- 
paign speeches in Missouri declared Mr. 
Cleveland to be a bimetallist, like him- 
telf; and that they only differed in 
reference to the ratio. He had had the 
right to make that statement, because 
Mr. Cleveland had accepted the nomina- 
tion on a platform which pledged tht 
Democratic party to bimetallism. It 
had been as well known that the Demo- 
cratic party stood on the doctrine of bi- 
metallism as thai it had met in Chicago 
and nominated Grover Cleveland for 
the presidency. lie did not undertake 
to say, now that the president was op- 
posed to bimetallism, or that he would 
not give his executive sanction to B 
measure to coin silver at a commercial 
ratio with gold; but he did undertake 
to wiy that the president's message was, 
most significant for what it failed to 
say. 


Mr. Ve=: spoke of the 
unfortunate 
condition of the miners of the west; 
and iaid that the somewhat dramatic 
remark of an ex senator recently that 
in the extreme 
vves>t the people were 


crying for bread, and that in New York 
they were crying for gold, was literally 
true 


In conclusion ".Mr. Vest repelled the1 


idea of there being a necessity for inter- 
national ftgrc->menton the subject of sil- 
ver 


At tho close of his speech, Mr. Hoar 


(Mass.) obtained the floor; and, then, 
after a short exei utive session the son- 
ate, at 4:20, adjotined.

During the progress of the 
me a merchant in another part of the 
city was murdered a:id robbed of $115 


The fire biolie out at 2:15 o'clock in 


Lindsay's livery stable. Mr. Lindsay 
was piepanng hoof oil, Ho poured 
turpentine over this mixture which 
caught fire and soon the stable was in 
flames. A strong wind was blowing at 
the time, and an insufficient water sup- 
ply hampered 
the fire department. 


Nearly n block was consumed before 
the flames wero gotten under control 
by this firemen and several hundred 
citizens who organized a bucket brig- 
ade.

LEADERS AND RULERS. 


How Some Common Numefi and Titles CHUM 


to Bo Applied. 


There aro heaps of history in titles. 


For instance, take that of the "prince of 
Wales." This title is always given tc 
the eldest son of the ruler reigning ovei 
England, and it canio in this way; 


Wales is now part of the kingdom oi 


Qreat Britain, as Ireland and Scotland 
are. But once for a long lima Wales 
Was a separate kingdom. At last tlu 
English conquered it, and then aftei 
that there were always plotb and rebel- 
lions among the Welsh people. By and 
by an English king went with his queen 
into Wales to see if the Welsh were ill 
treated, and if they were to try to nmk< 
things easier and plcasanter for them. 
The Welsh nobles and leaders all camt 
together to meet their English king and 
to complain to him. 


But tlie king gave them no chance tc 


epeal.. Ue rose aud told them he had 
heard they wanted a prince of their own 
and that he meant to give them one—1> 
born Welshman and speaking no othej 
language. 


Then, as the Welsli joyfully cheered ai 


loud as they could, he fetched out Mi 
baby son, born tlie night before in th{ 
Welsh castle, and of course the babj 
Gould "bpcak no other language," as ht 
was not able to speak at all. Ever since 
tho eldest son of tho English royal fami- 
ly has been called tho "prince of Wales." 
That ruler deserved bis own title "king,1 
for "king" is a word that comes from 
"kocuig," which means a "wise" oi 
"knowing man." I suppose the first 
rulers—tho heads or kings of small tribes 
—came to be so by "knowing more," by 
being "wiser," than the other men of the 
tribe. 


"C/ai" and "kaiser" both came from 


tho Latin word "coesar," the title of the 
great conquering Roman rulera, whose 
only law was their o\vn will. 


The c/ai of Kusma and the young 


Kaiber William of Germany have much 
more power over their subjects than the 
queen of England has over tho people of 
England. "Sultan" is another such title, 
and it comes from an Aiabic word, 
which means "absolute lord." 


Grover Cleveland's title, "prendcnt," 


means one appointed to sit before or 
"orer others. 
It ccuiea from tho two 


Latin words "pi-is," which means "be- 
foie," and "sideo," which means "to sit." 
Tho title shows that Che piesidenl's busi- 
ness is to sit befoio or abovo the law- 
makers and carry out nnd execute the 
laws they frame. This is why the presi- 
dent is sometimes called tho "chief ex- 
ecutive " 


•"Captain" means "head man." 
It 


comes from the word "caput," which 
means "the bead." 
"Colonel" comes 


from tlio same Lafin root word as "col- 
umn," and tbo title no doubt rose from 
the regimental practice of marching oi 
attacking m column, with Iheir com- 
mander at tho head. 


As to the two titles "democrat" and 


"lepublican," when a email boy heais 
them he generally thinks of one or the 
other of those political parties as the 
people who aro not of his father's way 
of thinking. It will do him no harm tc 
know exactly what each of these party 
titles really means. 


"Democrat" comes from the Greek 


word "demos," which means "tho peo- 
ple," and from "kratos," which means 
"power." So a "democrat" is one who 
behoves in the power or sovereignty of 
the people, each acting as nearly as may 
be for himself. 


"Republican" comes from tho Latin 


words "res publica,' which mean "for 
the common good."—Chicago

stories of dreadful adventuies That 1 rny- 
>etf have had with snakes. In tlio mean- 
time this is. the way They are caught in 
India; 


"In the dry seabra the jungle is set on 


file. As tho biiakes inn out in all direc- 
tions tlieyaie caught by the natives with 
long btieks having a hoop at the end, to 
which is attached a big b.ig, a «ort of ex- 
aggerated butterfly net. After that the 
reptiles aro packed in packs made of 
matting, which are fastened to long 
bamboos aud carried to Calcutta on the 
shoulders of tlio natives. 


"When Calcutta is reached, they are 


packed iu big boxes, from 12 to 16 in a 
box—that is, when they are only 8 or 10 
feet long; big snakes, from 11 to 10 feet 
ill length, aio only packed from two tc 
tLreo in a box. They are then sent direct 
to Euiope, without food or water on the 
journey, for they icqune neither. The 
piiucipal thins is to keep them warm. 
Cold gives them mouth disease, which is 
certain death.

Kii ii Sup Prom Maple Trees. 


The more uneven, rocky and ledgy the 


land and thodiier the boil, except where 
cold springs ubomid, the better arfe the 
products of tho maple. Trees standing 
in or near cold springs will discharge the 
most and t he sweetest sap. I am acquaint- 
ed v.-ith oi.o tree standing by a spring, 
seven quarts oi4 whose sap will make a 
pound of nice, white sugar. Tbe rich- 
ness of this sap will be realized when it 
is lememlered that it takes 10 quarts of 
avei age sap to make a pound. The black 
maple ig t je richest for sap of any vari- 
ety. Our poorest sugar orchaids give 
us about two pounds of sugar to the 
tree, while our best ones yield five and 
six pound-i a tree. I have heard of a few 
extra orcaards yielding 7, 8 and 10 
pounds to tho tree, and ono extraordi- 
nary 0119 t jat has yielded IG pounds to a 
tree. The quantity of sugar that can 
be made fiom single trees in one ^eason 
of six wejks at most will depend on 
many circ imstances. 


Tho more spouts put into a tree the 


more sap i i obtained and the more sugar, 
is made, .'from the tree already referred 
to as stanf ing near a cold spring there 
were made 30f pounds in one season 
with two spouts, which emptied into the 
same tab. They were set iu hole^ bored 
li inches ceep with a. three-eighths bit. 
Another tiee I have known of yielded 30 
pounds, ai,(l a third 28. Still another 
treo was lapped with 30 spouts, and 00 
pounds of sugar were made, but it killed 
the tree.—Timothy Wheeler iu Garden 
aud Forest

HARVESTING POTATOES. 


ijrtlvo Tubors So an to Pruvoiil Kot 
HIH] IiiBm-o LOIHJ Kooplug. 


By postponing ihe harvest until the 


cold rains of autumn so! in potato rot is 
often indiu'oil by tho accumulation of 
niud on the tubers. Tho ordinary ciops 
should bo dug, as a rule, not later than 
tho end of August, according to clheo- 
tions givei in The American Cultivator, 
t'i'Dm whicn tho following is gleaned: 


"When growing m dry, gravelly soil, 


thoy should bo dug a day or two riftcr a 
shower of lain, so that the soil will not 
adhere to them, but on muddy, loamy 
sod it is better to dig them when the 
ground is very dry. 
One can easily se- 


lect a iimo when the soil is in the right 
condition to fall away from the potatoes 
when turned up either with tho plow, 
potato digger or fore. By having a. clean 
crop in this way the labor of harvesting 
is greatly lessened. Potatoes should not 
be washed, ns a rule, yet they must if 
wo dig them with the toil adhering to 
them. A dirty crop of potatoes will not

Lay 
bean poles across the lour rails so close 
that llio potatoes cannot sliele through. 
On teip of this place one bushel of peTta- 
toes ut a time and then turn the hose on 
them. Tho water and dirt will diip 
through the latticework to the ground 
and leave the potatoes bright and di'iiu 
Aud as fast as cleaned the potatoes 
should bo spread out on n canvas or 
boai ils to d 'y before stoi ing. They will 
dry in a very short time in harveMing 
seasons. Thpy muht not be .stored away 
in ii damp, cold place while wet, or the 
rot will sun ly set in. 


"A good drying and storing place for 


potatoes should bo provided beforehand 
in thu Inrn. A latticed floor should bo 
rnailo some",vliero on tho noith side of 
the barn, and cither Mr. tched from mow 
to mow or constructed on a cheap frauui 
work. The floor e an bu made ot In-an 
poles or cheap-cmitlm-.
